OIL WELLS IN EASTERN 

KY. MAKE FINE SHOWING 

The production of the oil pools at 
Oil Springs and Wheelersburg Ma- 
goffin county, and in the Bcrea and 
Weir fields of Johnson and Law- 
rence counties has begun to steadily 
climb, as shown by the runs of the 
Cumberland Pipe Line Company for 
the past several weeks and it is pre- 
dicted that the chief development of 
the oil industry in Eastern Kentucky 
will be in this territory. The out 
look is so promising in this field 
that even when the price of crude 
was lowest during the past summer 
and drilling developments were sus- 
pended or rrreatly curtailed in other 
fields there was little cessation of 
activity in the I Johnson-Mngoffin- 
Luwrence district and new wells 
were brought in almost daily, with 
new locations following rapidly in 
llicri wake. 

Secretary E. E. Loomis, of the 
Kentucky Oil Men's Assocnition, 
stated that he regarded the John- 
son-Mugoffin-Lawrence district as 
the most promising oil field in Ken- 
tucky. He pointed out that the sand 
in this territory is of the best, the 
quality of the oil of practically the 
sumc grade as Pennsylvania oil, 
which commands a top price and 
that while no sensational gushers 
have featured this field, th ewells 
brought in are steady, stibstntial 
producers, such as come from long- 
life sands, as the Be re a and Weir 
formations are known to he. Secre- 
tary Loomis expressed the opinion 
lhat some phenomenal developments 
would be witnessed in this territory 
within the next year or two if the 
price of oil continues on the upward 
trend. 

Another BJM well is reported from 
the Johnson county pool. This is 
the well on the S. V. Skuggs leuse, 
owued by the Figler-Day Company, 
which has just been brought in, und 
is flowing ut the rate of 100 barrels 
oer day, according to advices from 
Puintsville. The well overflowed so 
rupidlv that a nearby stream was 
flooded with oil from it. While the 
tubing was being pulled the well 
started to flw and has been flowing 
"ver since. This strike is regarded 
•a one of the best recently made in 
the Johnson cuunty field.

Richard Bean found his salary at 
the mill increased so that he eonld 
himself comfortably and 
all obligations without the aid 
of life insurance commissions. So 
he gave up the night work and night 
classes to devote all his strength 
and energy to the serriee of bis em- 
ployers at the mill. Bot it was just 
before he (rave up the night school 
that he had an experience which the 
a fore -mentioned Mr. Alger eonld 
have described with n master stroke. 
Two of the mill fofieials were dis- 
legal question having to 
ssles contract. Richard 
Bean was now a clerk. He answered 
the legal qnestions that pn riled the 
mill officials. He eonld do so, how- 
ever, beennse he had taken commer- 
cial law nt the night school. The 
salary raise that resulted from his 
answering the legal question was 
much more thnn enough to pay for 
the night school tuition. 

The history of his ictivities at 
the mill reads like a complete course 
in the milling business. Year by year 
his duties were increased nnd during 
the twenty years that he was with 
the Ballard corporation he was con- 
nected with practically every depart- 
ment of its business. 

Mr. Bean was secretary of the 
Ballard h Ballard company when in 
February, 1910, John H. Leathers, 
president of the Louisville National 
Ranking Company — it is now the 
I-ouisville Nationnl Bank — feeling 
that the active dotie* should be 
placed in charge of a younger man, 
conferred with the Board of Direc- 
tors about offering the viee presi- 
dency to Mr. Bean.

man should spend less than he earns, 
there are others that he has follow- 
ed. One of the most outstanding is 
constancy. It is easy to see that he 
doesn't believe in changing his job 
often. He has had only two employ- 
ers during his busniess career — the 
Ballard corporation and the Louis- 
ville National Bank. 

While he was working for the Bal- 
lards he received a number of tempt- 
ing offers from other milling com- 
panies. During his first year with 
the bank he received three offers, 
each carrying" with it a salary of at 
least $4,000 more than he was re- 
ceiving. It was only last September 
that the second largest bank in the 
I'nited States — it's deposits total 
more than those of all the banks in 
Kentucky— asked him to accept one 
of its vice presidencies— and Mr. 
Bean is still in Louisville. 

As a result of Mr. Bean's influ- 
ence, more than half the bank em- 
ployes are now taking night school j 
courses. Some are studying ac- 1 
countaacy, some commercial law, 
some credits and some ever are tak- 
ing courses in grammar. They don't 
say "He ain't in" when one cnlls to 
see Mr. Bean at the bunk and he is 
out of his office. . • 

The fact is, they seldom have an 
opportunity to say "Mr. Bean isn't 
in now. Isn't there something I can 
dot" Mr. Bean is there nearly al- 
ways from 8 o'clock in the morning 
until 5:30 at night. The "bankers' 
hours" of tradition seem to mean 
nothing to him. And he spends a 
{treat mnnv evenings reading the lit- 
erature of banking and economics. 

Everyone connected with the bank 
carries nn account in the savings de- 
partment. This resulted from group 
meptinrs at the bank and dinner 
meetings at which the employes dis- 
cussed proposed campaigns to in- 
crease the number of savings ac- 
counts. Every employe was demon- 
ftratinp his faith in the good sense 
of a savings account by having one 
himself, when the campaigns were 
started. 

Up to the time of Mr. Bean's de- 
cision to learn and build a banking 
business at the same time obliged 
the curtailment to some of his ac- 
tivities ns a charitable and civic 
worker, he was the guiding genius of 
a number of such enterprises. When 
the World War involved the United 
States Mr. Bean was made chair- 
man of the Council of Defense for 
.Jefferson county. It was under the 
Council of Defense that such war 
activities as the Liberty bond sales 
were conducted. 

Mr .Bean threw himself into war 
work with a zeal that made his 
friends fear for his health. He had 
completed preparations for enlist 
inent as a fighter when the armistice 
vas signed. 

For manv yean he was a director 
of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation and chairman of ita Educa- 
tional i'.. in ii irt, •• He was in 
charge of the night schools, whioh 
had enabled him to untangle the le- 
gal enaction for the mill officials. 
When he resigned as chairman of 
the Educational Committee the night 
scboo^earouiaent was 1,200. It had 

btu4ent. 

Mr. Bean was horn in Mt. Sterling, 
Ky., in 1879. With tho exception of 
a few year* in Kansaa in hia early 

boyhood, he has tixmt hia lifd in 
Kentucky Perhaps that'* one of 



the reasons he didn't become viee 
president of the second largest bank 
in the United States last autumn. 

His wife was Miss Rella Bourne, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. C. 
Bourne, Louisville. They have four 
children, Miss Alice Bean, Robert 
Bean, Richard Bean, -Jr., and Bourne 
Bean. Their home is at 1271 Cher- 
okee Road.
